WASHINGTON, April 19.—A confer- 


ence held at the White House today, 
between the President, Secretaries Al- 
ger and Long, and Adjutant Corbln re- 
sulted In the confirmation of the orig- 
inal decision of the Administration to 
at present refrain from availing itself 
•of the authorization conferred by Con- 
gress to organize a volunteer army of 
35,000 soldiers in addition to the pres- 
ent regular army. 


Gen. Otis' latest cablegram descrip- 


tive of the conditions ia the Philip- 
pines was carefully considered and It 
was concluded to accept his estimate of 
the military needs of the case, so that 
as he has already indlcated'his present 
army is sufficient for the purposes, he 
has in view, the decision is tantamount 
to a resolve to avoid recourse to the ad- 
ditional volunteers. 


A cablegram was sent u> Gen. Otis, 
however, calling forth the necessity 
for withdrawing the state volunteers 
from the Philippines, again asking him 
whether he Would need more men after 
he has received the reinforcements 
now on the way to Manila or under 
orders to embark as soon as transpor- 
tation can be secured. 
Otis now has a force believed to ag- 


gregate about 22,000 effective men. 
Secretary Alger informed him that 
the troops now on the way would give 
him an army of about 30,000 men after 
allowing (or the return of the state 
volunteers. This is believed at the 
War Department to meet all of the 
needs of the summer season. It is in-, 
tended to withdraw one regiment from 
Porto Rico and send three regiments 
now in this country to the Philippines 
as soon as they can be equipped and 
transported there, though it is not 
believed that they will reach Manila 
for two or three months. It Is also 
stated that the conditions In Cuba are 
such that it is quite probable some 
troops can be withdrawn from that 
island for service in the Philippines. 


The matter of returning the volun- 
teers was also discussed. The depart- 
ment is arranging for their return to 
the United States as soon as the nec- 
essary transportation can be secured. 
To General Otis has been left the selec- 
tion of the organizations to be sent 
home first, and, it is expected that he 
will follow the plan that he has out- 
lined of relieving first the men who 
have been longest in the Philippines.

good ground water It would 'be better 
than if filtration were resorted «o. A fil- 
tering plant needs ceaseless attention.* 
In the great cities If It IB .possible, the 
ground or artesian water Is preferred. 


Mr. Hering told of the filtered iwater 


of London, where great care is taken 
with the water supply. If exposed.;**)' J 
sun after being filtered it turns green. J 
Some covering is necessary. He-had J 
examined the reservoir ait Makfkl and' 
found that though free from animal 
pollution steps should fbe taken to pre- 
vent vegetable- pollution, which, to 
a. menace in tropical countries. 


In regard to the system ot filtration!, 


Mr. Hering preferred the alow method 
to the mechanical (rapid method. There 
is little difference in coat. The trouble 
with the rapid filtration ds that lit re- 
quires very close attention and often 
fails In 'the purposes desired. 


The oifflculity here is with the sand, 


the high price of which te so great that 
it Increases the amount of money nec- 
essary. He recommended, as in bis re- 
port, that crushed rock be used Instead. 


Mr. Hering desired fchait suggestions 


be offered him in order that the might 
inquire into them during bis stay here 
and inform the Board of bis re- 
searches. Dr. Wood stated that it 
seemed as if in the future the resi- 
dences would be higher up than our 
reservoirs and some steps should be 
taken toward placing a reservoir above 
the elevation of residences. jDr^Wood 
suggested that Punchbowl be selected 
for this purpose, its natural formation- 
making it admirably fitted for a res- 
ervoir. 


In discussing the fitters Mr. Hering 


favored the slow system. Either that 
or the mechanical system, however, 
wAuld give satisfaction. Owing to 
abor being somewhat scarce it would 
probably take longer to set up the slow 
system than the mechanical. The fil- 
iation reservoir .might <be built before 
the situation of the plant is decided 
upon. The regular business was then 
taken up.

The pas- 
tors of other Churches took a similar 
view. Satan did not agree with this 
radical view, and said it was dangerous 
doctrine to preach from the pulpit It 
was purely heresy, and against all tra- 
ditions. Some of the members of these 
belligerent Churches, were interested In 
promoting these injurious things. They 
agreed that Satan was "not far out of 
he way," and that their business in- 
terests ought to be protected rather 
than destroyed. Then the Churches put 
up money for a fight in the courts. 
This, Satan again eaid confidentially, 
was only making the Churches worldly 
affairs. It was not a fair fight and the 
Churches would go to the dogs, if they 
kept on. He believed H was better to 
eend money to Africa, for the conver- 
sion of the heathen, instead of using it 
o disturb business interests. 


Bat Dr. Peters and £he otier pastors 


believed that the throwing of tie stonea 
of an injunction at the grasping capi- 
talists did more good than pelting them 
with the grass of exhortation. The in- 
junction, instigated by. the Churches, 
mocked down the capitaltetB and kept 
them down. The confiscation of a pub-

The new branch telephone station a 


Waikiki has been inspected by officers 
of the company, with John Cassidy 
superintendent of tbe Mutual system, as 
guide. The outlying "central" is in a 
neat little cottage on the road near ui 
park. The force consists of one boj 
and one young lady, the latter a Ha 
waiian. In the operating room is a 
single switchboard of the new pattern 
adopted by the company. The wires are 
carried into tbe room from the floor 
This -place is the center of the service 
for the whole of Waikiki district an 
for communication between Waikik 
and town subscribers. 
The arrange- 


ment for connections is simply beauti 
ful in its simplicity and efficiency 
Then as the ten trunk wires are in 
cable there is absolute freedom from 
induction. A whisper into the trans 
mitter does the business well enough 
and so perfect tor their duties are the 
new instruments that at the receiving 
end a message cam be beard in any par 
of a large room. 


With this new switchboard, with 


which the city exchange is to be 
equipped, the user opens the circui 
when he takes the earphone from th< 
instrument. This action is shown by 
a drop in the office indicating the num- 
ber that desires a connection. Th 
operator inquires: "Number, please. 
The subscriber then inorcates with 
whom he wishes to talk over the lin 
and the connection is made in an in 
slant. There is a tell-tale, which a 
Waikiki is a little white oblong space 
but which in the big exchange will be 
a light. This shows when the caller 
returns the earphone to the instrumen 
and obviates the necessity of saying 
•disconnect" or "off " It should be seen 
at once that the system is infinitely 
better for both operator and subscribe^ 
ban the present equipment. It per' 
mits indefinite extension of switch- 
board, by the addition of the small sec- 
tons, which will be kept in reserve by 
•he company. The instruments must 
>e treated well.

Ev«r «tace Mr. F. A. Hosmer was 


made President of Oahu College here 
which was nine years ago, one of his 
chief endeavors bas been to develop 
and maintain an atmosphere of the ar- 
tistic about the school. There has been 
achieved a fair amount of success in 
this commendable effort. One thought 
of Mr. Hosmer has been that the Col- 
lege was the place for an art museum. 
The assembly room of Pauahi Hall, the 
gift of Chas. R. Bishop, is a grand ex- 
hibition spot and- for the overflow there 
are other handsome rooms and some 
magnificent corridors. 


An ambitious beginning for the mu- 


seum has been made, jrtctures have 
been given by Chaa. R. Bishop, Col. W 
F. Allen, Jas. S. McCandless and others 
Lately Mr. Hosmer has secured and 
placed two pieces of statuary. 
These 


are plaster casts of Augustus Caesar 
and Diana Gabii just received from D. 
Brucctoni, London 
> 


The Caesar 1® of heroic proportions 


and is a noble and inspiring piece of 
work. It Is a copy of the marble statue 
in the Vatican museum at Rome. This 
original was found near Rome in 1863 
and haa excited the admiration of art- 
ists and art lovers all over the world. 
The conception represents the empire 
itself in the fullest prime of life, mark- 
ing the era of the birth of Christ, Ceas- 
ar is addressing the soldiery. He has 
laid aside the sword, has taken up the 
staff of civil authority and is proclaim- 
ing universal peace. Every detail of the 
reproduction is perfect and the effect 
upon the beholder is striking and fas- 
cinating. 


The original of the Diana Gabil Is 


in the Louvre at Paris. This statue is 
life size. It represents the virgin god- 
dess fastening (her robe at the right 
shoulder with golden clasps. One is 
Impressed with the graceful attitude 
and the 
peaceful expression of the 


face In mythology Diana is the twin 
sister of Apollo, the paw being the son 
and daughter of Jupiter and Latona. 
Diana is called the Moon Goddess and 
the Huntress of the gods 


There are many visitors to Punahou 


these days to see the casts of the fa- 
mous statues. Mr Hosmer is proud of 
the acquisitions and has hagh hopes of 
increasing the display. WitS these two 
pieces, the paintings and a magnificent 
bust of Mmerva there is the nucleus 
for a collection that will doubtless be 
•earached from time to tune by wealUhy 
friends of the college 


A standard history says of Augustus 


the nephew of Julius Caesar 


After the clamor of a hundred years 


a sweet silence seemed to fall upon 
the earth 
The temple of James was 


closed for the second time since the 
pious Ntuna. Warned by the fate of 
Julius, Augustus did not take the name 
of King, nor startle the Roman preju- 
dices by any sudden seizure ot author- 
ity 
He kept up all the forms of the 


Republic, Every ten years he went 
through One farce of laying down his 
rank as chief of the army, or impera- 
tor—a, title since contracted to emper- 
or. He professed himself the humble 
servant of the Senate, while he really 
exercised absolute power. Gradually 
all the offices of trust were centered in 
him. He became at once proconsul, 
•consul, censor, tribune and high priest. 


\B consul he became chief magis- 


trate, as censor he could decide who 
were to be senators, as tribune he 
heard appeals, and his person was 
sacred, as ImperaJtor he commanded 
<he arm> , and as pontifex maximus, or 
chief priest, he was the head of the 
national religion 
These were powers 


origtaallv belonging to the king, but 
which, during the -republic, from a fear 
of centralization had been distrlbutied 
among different persons Now the em- 
peror gathered them up again 


The Augustan ape was howerer one 


of general peace and prospentv 
The 


emperor hved unostentatiouslv in his 
houSfe, not rn a palace and hla toga 
was woven bv h;s -wife LI via and her 
/maidens 
He revved tiie worship of 


'the gods. His oho&en fpends were men 
of tetters. He beautified Rome so that 
he could trnlr boast (that be ' found 
the city of brick, and left it of marble "

Two of a trade may 
easily see reason^ for an honest dif- 
ference of opinion to which tihe out- 
sider Is blind. ~ Again, two of a trade 
unay agree and both be wrong—on a 
point, of course, connected with their 
own industry.

IN A RICE MILL 


Description by an Qbser- 


vant Business Man. 


Ths Buildings and the Processes— 


Tha Dust— M«chln«ry-Th* 


Insurance Side. 


The appended admirable description 


of a rice mill of the Islands ia from tile 
pen of W. J. landers, the well known 
insurance factor of the iPaclflc coast. 
Mr. Landers load not seen a rice mill 
till be came to Hawaii. 
. Tihe rice mills in *he Hawaiian Isl- 
ands resemble the oid fashioned ttour 
mill, in appearance-—machinery and 
working, conveyors, duet, etc. 


The rice to received in form like 


wheat after threshing,'-and to sKmtain- 
ed ia a husk or shell, which te first 
brulaed off.and >tfae rice poliahed by a 
alight •beat and rubbing •process, com- 
ing out as'to quality Mo. l or Ko. 2, as 
the case may be, ready for tbe market 
The dee, after threshing and before 


husking, is called paddy aad is carrieo 
or stored to sacks, the same as wheat 
in California. Baddy rice in appear- 
ance resembles grata: .It has o> beard 
like barley and Is mot quite like wheat. 
The grains are pointed at each end 
and.vary as to plumpness. 
The mill process tarns out bran 


which consists of the ihusks ground up 
fine. Rice bran is /used to feed poultry, 
pigs, etc., and is considered nufrtttoue 
and very fattening. The hteks are 
also used1 for packing purposes.

conaiets of paddy (onbusked rice in 
sacks), rice of commerce, husks un- 
groumd and rice bran. 


Rice is said to run about two tons to 


the acre and fairly close to a compact 
rice area a mill Is necessary—in these 
islands the Chinese usually 'own the 
rice mills and are generally considered 
reliable and trustworthy. . 


As a fire-insurance risk tbe waiter 


power mills are tbe best and all of the 
.mills are of poor construction and are 
dirty from the dust which flies every- 
where leaking from the conveyors anc 
coating the machinery 'bearings ant 
mixing with the lubricants; *he ma- 
chinery, however, moves slow and I 
doubt the presence of friction 
suffi- 


cient to .produce beat to a point pi 
combustion, also, I do not believe .thai 
the dust 4s explosive, and in fact, 
tried, without success to bum a smal 
quantity of duet -placed in a saucer: 
similarly, tbe unbusked rice would not 
burn nor would the polished rice ready 
for market. I .had no means at band 
of applying any considerable beat to 
either dust, bran or polished rice, or 
of mixing dust and air to determine 
the probability as to explosion. I am 
of tbe opinion *hat rice rains are In all 
respects* leas hazardous than flour 
milla, either mew or old style, they 
should, however, be accepted with 
great caution as to the parties seeking 
insurance and if tbe locality ceases to 
turn out good rice, or the area is les- 
sened in favor of other soil produc- 
tions, the risk should not be continu- 
ed. Inspection every year by agent is 
very necessary. 


A Pest Destroyer. 


Professor Koebele (while making 


some investigations In the Govern- 
ment nursery last Saturday made an 
Important discovery. While examining 
some caterpillars 'he found a small 
parasitic fly, which is the only, one of 
its kind yet discovered in the Islands. 
It is called the taching. The prin- 
cipal feature about it is the fact that 
it lays its eggs on the back of the cat- 
erpillar. On this account it is very 
useful in the destruction of tie cater- 
pillar. Professor Koebele is elated 
over the discovery, and intends to 
make some experiments with it in a 
few days. 


WOOL FROM ROCK. 


C. C. Hall, chemist of the Union Steel 


Company, at Alexandria, Ind., has dis- 
covered a process of making fine wool 
from rock. From a combination of t»4 
per cent of limestone, chemicals and 
one of the commonest of minerals he 
turns out pure wool as -white as the 
winter snow. One of the largest weav- 
ing concerns in Massachusetts is mak- 
ing experiments with thla new wool, 
with' the view of its adoption in the 
weaving of cloth and under-garmenu. 
While making experiments with lime- 
stone for this factory Mr. Hall found 
that a certain kind, Instead of turning 
to quicklime as Is natural with ordinary 
limestone when eubjected-to fire, would, 
when combined^ with chemicals turn 
into lava, and when subjected to an- 
other process this lava could be ren- 
dered pliable and bandied similar to 
molten glass. From this beginning the 
process was pnsbed farther, and a 
iowny wool renlted, the posciblllites of 
which aeezn to be almost, unlimited. 
Hall's rock wool is Just as soft &tid 
white ss the wool tbe sheep prodnceK, 
and can be mannfactared obeaper than 
the cheep can be raised and clipped. 
The new wool i» notsf ffected by fire or 
water.

manufactured appears like common 
lme»lon« and is obtained from quar- 
ries in aad around Alexandria, led. 
It Is the same stooe thai is n*?d K> 
much ia Chicago for buildings. The 
supply seems to be almost unlimited.

GIN AND CIVILIZATION. 


How the Former Follows the Flag of 


Conquest Around the World. 


To illustrate what is apt to ihappen 


under Anglo-Saxon control, let us 
glance at the dimensions of the trade 
in gin as conducted under the auspices 
of the British Royal Niger company. 
This Christian corporation operates in 
the West African dependencies of La- 
gos, Sierra Leone, the Niger coast pro- 
tectorate, etc. In 1893 one-fifth of the 
total import trade into that region rep- 
resented gm. During 1897 nearly 100,- 
000 cases, or about 2227 tons, of gin 
were exported to the west African 
country. In 1898 the traffic from the 
two ports of Rotterdam and Hamburg, 
under the auspices of the British Royal 
Niger company, amounted to some 
124,500 cases, or 3207 tons of gin. And 
it is reported by the Rotterdam corres- 
pondent of a London newspaper that 
at the present rate of shipment the 
exports of 1899 will surpass those of 
" 
two previous years. In January 


and February about 45,000 cases of gin 
were shipped from Rotterdam and 
Hamburg for the benefit of the natives 
of tropical west Africa, In the name of 
philanthropy and for the cause of- 
civilization. 


Of course, the 3207 tons of gin sent 


to west Africa in 1898 was not intended 
solely for consumption by the few 
white men who live in that region. 
White men would not drink the vile 
it for goods which the natives pro- 
duce, and then the natives get glor- 
iously drunk, which is another triumph 
for Anglo-Saxon civilization. 


Are the Americans any better than 


the English in this respect? What of 
New England's exports of rum to the 
Kongo? What is our record as to 
whisky in aboriginal America? The 
English-speaking race is one of the 
most intemperate in the world, and it 
has always introduced its greatest vice 
among the "inferior" races it has con- 
quered or come In contact with. And 
the dissemination of that vice among 
tropical peoples goes far to counteract 
all good Influences among them, and 
finally to destroy what virtue original- 
ly characterized their 
independent 


status. The Filipinos, for example, are 
now famous for their abstinence from 
strong drink 
They look with horror 


and contempt upon intoxication. The 
same is trw, although in a less degree, 
of tie Cubans and Porto Ricans, for 
excessive drinking of intoxicants Is not 
a national vice of Spaniards 
The
